REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amended claims removed "fused" but by doing so introduced an unconsidered 
subgenus of composition and element because applicants did not revert to previously considered 
claim language by removing "fiised" alone. However, upon reviewing all rejections of record in 
all previous actions, the examiner finds that the sole removal of fused does not reintroduce any 
rejections of record. The broader genus examined for the original claims was foimd to fully 
encompass the now claimed genus. Thus, the claimed invention is found allowable removing all 
issues with respect to 35 USC 112, first paragraph. The new issues introduced with respect to an 
intermediate scope heretofore unconsidered have been now fully considered. The claimed 
invention is now found allowable.
